4 NATIVE GEORGIAN AND A BRAVE 


CONFEDERATE SOLDIER. 


One of Those Nota West Pointer, but Born 
a Soldier and a Leader of Men—Stories 


of His Deeds. 

“Qne of the best and bravest soldiers that 
fieorgia furnished the confederacy,” re- 
marked Rev. T. P. Jleveland a few days ago, 
“was General Paul Jones Semmes. 

“IT knew him quite well, and I have often 
wondered that his name was not heard oftener. 
Fle was a model soldier—clear headed, a hard 
fighter, fearless in every sense of the word, 
anda Christian gentleman. He was one of 
those men born leaders. He never went to 
West Point, and his soldierly qualities were

GENERAL P. J. SEMMES. 

General Semmes was rather above the 
medium height, as erect asan Indian, and 
looked every inch a soldier. His hair. liké 
most of his family, was adarkred. His beard, 
too, wasred. His eyes were blue. I think 
he was the most impetuous soldier I ever saw, 


‘and absoluteiy delighted in the stir of battle. 


was born in Wilkes 
county, Ga., a son of General Andrew G. 
Semmes. He went to sclool at the old male 
academy in Washington, then to Rey. Dr. 
Beman’s celebrated — at Mt. Zion, and 
then to the University ‘Of Virginia. He mer- 
ried Miss Emily Hemphill, of Wilkes county, 
and had four children. He lived for several 
years a prosperous planter near Washington, 
and then moved to Columbus, Ga. 
THE COLUMBUS GUARDS. 

“He was for many years captain of the 
famous Columbus Guards, already famous for 
their work under Captain Davis in the Mexi- 
can war. 

‘‘Not long before the civil war begun, the 
celebrated Chicago Zouaves challenged any 
company in the United States to drill against 
them. In behalf of the guards, Captain 
Semmies accepted thechallenge. Negotiations 
were going on, andalil over the country the 
contest was a matter of interest. All this was 
interrupted by the storming of Fort Sumter, 
and both companies went to Virginia. The 
companies were arrayed on opposite sides, but 
the friendly contest was no jest then, for it was 
war. Captain Ellsworth, of the zouaves, if I 
mistake not his name, was the 

FIRST SOLDIER KILLED IN VIRGINIA 
‘fon cither side, if not the very first man killed 
after the commencement of hostilities. 

‘“‘Soon afterward Captain Semmes was made 
colonel of the Second Georgia Regiment Vol- 
unteers, one of the finest regiments in the 
service. From this regynent a number of dis- 
tinguished officers went out.. Colonel Semmes 
Was a strict disciplinarian and _ hard 
worker, and was, therefore, not popu- 
lar at first with his men. But they learned his 
worth and learned to love him. In ’62 he was 

romoted to the rank of brigadier-general. 

dis first adjutant was W.G. Clemons, a New 
Yorker. His second adjutant was Roswell 
Ellis, an ofticer with Semmes in the Columbus 
Guards, and previous to that event an officer 
with the guards through the Mexican war. 
His appointed aid-de-camp was ——Briggs, 
and his aids John Redd and --—Cody, all of 
Columbus. 

‘His men admired him for a superb, physical 
bravery and coglness in battle. Once a min- 
nie ball went through the red turban he al- 
ways wore in battle in order that his men 
might see and follow him, he picked it up 
smiling and stopped to examine it as curiously 
and calmly as if he was a thousand miles 
away from the shells and minnie balls. 

***A half-inch is a good deal sometimes,’ 
was his characteristic remark, and he never 
referred to the incident again. 

WHEN GOING INTO BATTLE 

he made it a point to dress in his best uni- 
form. This, and his famous red turban made 
him a conspicuous figure even in those scenes 
of blood and smoke and flame, and he hada 
mumber of narrow escapes. He wore the 
turban in order that his men might see him 
always. He never said ‘Go on, boys.’ It was 
always ‘Come on!’ and he never called 
to. them in vain. He always carried 
a tourniquet in his eoat pocket, and when he 
fell at Gettysburg, the femoral] artery cut by a 
minnie ball, that pocket tourniquet saved him 
from bleeding to death on the field. A private 
soldier in the Tenth Georgia helped him apply 
it to the wound. 

“It might be worth mentioning just here, 
that the man who first performed the difficult 
surgical operation of ligating the femoral 
artery was Dr. Todd, a brother of Mrs. Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and at that time surgeon of 
Semmes’s brigade. 

‘IT went with General Semmes to Martins- 
burg, Va. We witnessed at Williamsburg, 
while waiting to cross the Potomac, the des- 
perate fight over Lee’s transportation stores 
that had not had time to cross over. The fed- 
erals were eventually repulsed, and we suc- 
succeeded in conveying General Semmes 
across the riverina boatand placing him in 
hospitable hands at Martinsburg. 

HIS DEATH. 

“Tn a few days blood poisoning set in. He 
called for his sword and laid it by his right 
side. He took his well-worn pocket Test- 
ament and placed it on his breast, holding his 
hands over it. He sent farewell messages to 
his men, his staff and field officers, and tinally 
to his wife and children in Georgia. He died 
like a soldier, and as cally and fearlessly as 
he had faced death a thousand times before. 

“There was a sort of coincidence about his 
death. On the way to Gettysbirg, in passing 
through Martinsburg at the head of his troops, 
he passed a group of ladies who were watch- 
ing the soldiers file by. As was his invariable 
custom he raised his cap, and remained uncoyv- 
ered until after he had passed them. They 
were so struck with the little courtesy, and 
with his distinguished appearance, that 
they inquired for his name. They 
camped not far from Martinsburg, and 
that family—-an Episcopalian family named 
Allen—invited him to tea with them. He 
accepted the invitation, and they all became 
good friends. 

‘‘Two or three weeks later, when they heard 
that General Semmes was coming back des- 
perately wounded, they had him brought im- 
mediately to their home. 

*‘General Semmes was much pleased at this 
arrangement. He received the most careful 
nursing and treatment, but all of no avail, and 
in that house he died. It was the most beau- 
tiful death I ever saw a soldier dic.” 

FEED THE YANKEE. 

*‘One time, I remember, a straggling Yankee 
soldier was captured and brovghtin. As the 
squad passed Gerieant Semmes, one of the men 
remarked laughingly that the prisoner was 
hungry. 

“‘*Feed him,’ was the quick reply ‘Shoot 
%em in the line, but feed ’em on this side of it.’ 

‘**The incident illustrated asoft and Christian 
side of his nature that crept out now and then 
from behind his soldierly brusqueness and stern-. 
mess. At the time of his death there probably 
was not another commander of his rank in the 
army so generally and so well beloved. 

“Although not a West Pointer, he was once 
a member of the board of visitors appointed 
annually to inspect the academy, and pub- 
lished a few years before the war a small but 
valuable work on military tactics. 

HIS CHILDREN. 

“Only one of the four children were ever: 
married. That was Pauline, the younger 
daughter. Her husband was Captain Spencer 
Semmes, a son of Admiral Raphael Semmes. 
There were severai children by this marriage, 
the only survivors of General Semmes’s im- 
mediate family.” 

HIS OLD BRIGADE. 

“His first brigade was made up of the ‘Tenth 

Georgia, Fifteenth and Twenty-second Vir-

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isiana batallion, and Manly’s bat- 
Just before the 
Seven Days fighting these were joined by the 
Fifty-third Georgia. 

“After Fredericksburg they madea policy 
of haying the brigades composed of regiments 
all from the same state. So they took out his 
Virginia and Louisiana regiments. and left 
him the Tenth, Fiftieth, Fifty-first and Fifty- 
third Georgia. The artillery was made up 
into separate commands. 

‘“‘After Semnes was killed the brigade was 
commanded by General Goode Bryan, of 
Augusta. Its nextand last commander wag 
General J. P. Sims, now dead, who surren- 
dered the remnant of the old brigade at Ap- 
pomattox. 

FROM A SCRAP-BOOK,. 

Here in an old scrap-book is a yellow and 
worn piece of paper—the copy of a letter from 
Major S. P. Hamilton, of Cabell’s division of 
artillery, Longstreet’s corps. It is dated, 
“Camp, near Culpepper C. H., Va., July 26, 
1863,"" Itis addressed to P. W. Alexander, 
and forwarded with his correspondence to the 
Savannah Republican. After some intro- 
duction Major Hamilton says: ‘I was stand- 
ing at the gun where the gallant 
Frazer had just before been struck 
down, when I observed a wounded 
man being borne from the field in a blanket. 
By the number of attendants I soon perceived 
that it was an officer of rank, and in amoment 
after recognized that ofticer as General 
Semmes. A]most at the same instant he saw 
me,and called me to him, whither I had 
already started. I found im weak and ex- 
hansted, shot through the thigh, the femoral 
artery being almost severed. He caused him- 
seif to be lowered into a reclining position, 
and his eye brightening with a fire of peculiar 
brightness, he said: 

‘Major Hamilton, Iam glad to see you. I 
am badly wounded (pointing to the spot), and 
I believe I shall die. Perhaps I may not, but 
something warns me that the chances are 
against my recovery. You and I are from the 
same state, and I wish you, and charge upon 
you, to bear testimony to the fact that I fell at 
the head of my brigade, leading them in a 
charge which was, up to that time, successful, 

love my country. I had hoped to be 
spared. My love for those I leave at home is 
beyond expression—but as mach as these con- 
siderations weigh with me and make me.cling 
to life, with an assured trust and reliance in 
the goodness and mercies of God, I shall die 
with perfect resignation if it be known where 
my death wound was received; that it was in 
my appointed place, where a soldier should. 
and where my State and country had a right 
to expect.’ 

“I bear willing testimony to all of this, and 
much more. * * reorgia had strong 
representation there—Wofford, Benning, and 
the unwayering G. T. Anderson, all marched 
with unfaltering tread to the work of death. 
But among all the brave men who fought and 
fell there, I venture to assert that no more 
complete soldier, more faithful officer, or 
more heroic spirit there received his doom 
than Paul J. Semmes. At Malvern Hill, he 
went nearer to the enemy’s guns than any 
other general officer in the field. At Salem 
church, his brigade, and that of that gallant 
otticer, General Wilcox, bore the brunt of the 
whole attack of Sedgwick’s corps untlinch- 
ingly.’’ 

Here is another scrap. 

“General Semmes crossed over (the river) 
some days ago and reached Martinsburg where, 
it was reported, he died last night of his 
wounds. If the report is true, then the state 
of Georgia and the confederate army have lost 
as true a gentleman and bravea soldier as ever 
graced a parlor or shed his blood on the field 
of battle. Of him it may be said as of Marshal 
Ney, that he was ‘‘the bravest 
of the brave,’ and, like the Chevalier Bayard, 
was without fear or reproach. He said to me, 
the day after receiving his death wound, with 
tears of gratitude in his clear, blue eyes, that 
his brigade had behaved with unsurpassed 
gallantry, and that he considered it a privilege 
tu lay down his life for the liberties of his 
country. Like Bartow and Cobb, Gregg and 
Barksdale, Johnston and Jackson, and the 
‘unknown and unrecorded dead’ who have 
fallen in this war, he has quit this army and 
gone to join that grand army of martyrs,who 
have shed their blood for the freedom of their 
race.’’ 

Here is another scrap. 

Itis taken frem the Richmond Dispatch, 
and is from their Martinsburg correspondent: 

“General Paul J. Semmes, of Georgia, 
wounded at Gettysburg, died here at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Allen Thursday night and was 
consigned to the grave Sunday morning. He 
expressed great solicitnde about his absent and 
interesting family, to whom hé was intensely 
devoted, and directed that his sword and tes- 
tament be sent to his wife. It was in- 
tended to convey -his remains to Colum- 
bus, Ga., his place of residence, 
and for this purpose a metallic case was pro- 
cured with considerable difficulty; but rapid 
decomposition compelled a burial for the pres- 
ent in the cemetery here. Fearless of danger 
and a stranger to fear, he had often rendered 
himself conspicuous for gallantry on the most 
memorable battefields of the war.”’ 

Here is the last one, from a Columbus, Ga., 
paper, where he was afterwards buried: 

“The citizens of Columbus and its vicinity are 
respectfully invited to meet at Temperance hall 
this day, at 11 o’clock, a.m., to appoint acom- 
mittee to assist in paying due 
honors to the remains of the la- 
mented General Paul J. Semmes, when they 
shall have arrived in the city, and to make euch 
other arrangements as will be proper in this our 
last tribute of respect to our gallant and heroic 
fellow-citizen.”’ 

It is signed by twenty of the leading men of 
Columbus, and dated simply, ‘‘July 15.” 


AN ELECTRIC CLUB. 


A New Social Institution Which Will Be in 
Operation in a Few Days. 

The first step to formulate an electric club 
were taken yesterday and by the end of the 
present week, its organization will be per- 
fected and it will be in operation. 

Some of the gentlemen who are interested in 
electric matters have for some time been dis- 
cussing the feasibility of starting a club on the 
system of those now in operation in New 
York, Boston, Chicago and other large cities, 
but no active steps were taken until yesterday 
morning, when a list was sent round to get 
the names of those who wished to be mem- 
bers. Before noon twenty-five of the -elec- 
tricians of the city had expressed a desire to 
join. 

The purpose of the organizers of the club is 
to engage suitable rooms where all the elec- 
trical papers and magazines will be kept on 
file and where meetings will be held at stated 
times during which all the latest electrical in- 
ventions will be discussed. The members will 
becomposed of the telegraph, phenograph, 
telephone, electric light and electric car ex- 
perts and also all people taking an, interast in 
electricity will be admitted. : 

A meeting to organize will be held at the 
end of the week, in the armory parlor of the 
Zouaves, at which officers will be elected and 
definite plans adopted.’

The letter, together 
with the presence of his old body servant, 
form one of the most couehing incidents in 
connection with the funeral of the grand chief 
in New Orleans. And among all the resolutions 
and letters of condolence Mrs. Davis received, 
there is scarcely one more suggestive and 
touching than the one from his old servants at 
Brierfield. It reads:

Jefferson Davis, have cause to mingle our tears 
over his death, w was always so kind and 
thoughtful of our peace and happiness.

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RAILROAD TALK. — 


THE FLORIDA MIDLAND AND. GULF 
PROJECT REVIEWED. 


The Augusta and West Florida Line—The 
Sleeping Car Line Put on from Atlanta to 
Shreveport via Birmingham. , 


The Georgia Southern and Florida. 

The Georgia, Southern and Florida, from Lake 
City to Palatka, is being pushed forward rapidly 
to completion. Its direction is a continuance of 
that from Atlanta, Macon, to Lake City, giving 
almost an air-line from Atlanta to Palatka. 

Another road is to be built from Lake City. 
This is the Lake City and Tampa, which published 
articles of incorporation several days ago, 
distance from Lake City to Tampais 150 miles b 
the proposed route. 

This will give Atlanta direct communication 
with the newly discovered phosphate fields of 
Florida. The Lake City and pa traveres the 
lengtg: of these beds, as wellas one of the most 
gentile agricultural and horticultural portion of 

‘lorida. 

And all these roads lead to Atlanta. 

The Augusta and West Florida. 

It’s doubtful, it appears, if work will commence 
this year on the Augusta and West Florida. 

The Augusta and Thomasville Construction 
company has never effected a permanent organ- 
ization. That is, of course, the first step to be 


taken. 

A number of south Georgia people are inter- 
ested in the road, and there is a strong popular 
interest to help build it. Amongst those that 
took part in the recent meeting of the construc- 
tion company, were Messrs. A. T. McIntyre, Jr., 
and W. R. McIntyre, of Thomasville; Jesse 
Thompson, Augusta; C. E. Smith, of Washington, 
president of the Auguste. and West Florida Rail- 
road company; H. H. Tift, of Tifton; Dr. J. D. 
Maynard, of Abbeville; R. V. Bowen, Hawkins- 
ville; W. H. Ashburn, Eastman. 

The road is to be 230 miles from Augusta to 
Thomasville. 

“I believe,” said a prominent railroad man two 
or three days ago, “that the quickest and best way 
for those southwest Georgia people, if not the 
only way, is to build on from Dublin. The 
Augusta, Gibson and Sandersville helps them out 
eighty-miles of the way, and the Wrig tsville and 
Tennille and Wrightsville and Dublin about thirty- 
five miles more—115 miles in all. Now from Dub- 
lin, by way of Eastman, Abbeville, Irwinville, 
Tifton, to Thomasville, is not over 125 miles. In 
other words by building 125 miles they put in op- 
eration aroad 240 miles long between Augusta 
and Thomasville. That route crosses the Central 
at Tennille; the Oconee river at Dublin; the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, at Eastman ; the 
Ocmulgee river at Abbeville, and connecting there 
with the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery ; 
the G., B. and W., and the G. S. and F., at Tifton, 
and finally with the S., F. and W., at Thomasville. 
That opens up a new country and would be a pay- 
ing road from the start.’ 

About the Columbus Southern. 

After Albany—-what? 

The Columbus Southern is going on to Albany, 

ust as fast asitcan go. Take a map and exan- 
ine—you will find plenty of confirmation there for 
the claim of the Valdosta people that the road will 
eventually go on, if not immediately, through to 
Valdosta. That would be a direct extension of its 
present direction; it would give a territory new 
and valuable in a magnificent lumber country, 
and give it the best of connections, real and pros- 
pective—the Georgia Southern and Florida, and 
the Savannah, Florida and Western there already, 
and the Florida Midland and Gulf to be built 
s00n. 

Cutting Off the Georgia Midland. 

GRIFFIN, Ga., January 19.—{Special.]—A_ rail- 
road war for the passenger traffic between Atlanta 
and Columbus seems iminent at this time. For 
some time the Georgia Midland and Gulf and 
Central railroads have exchanged coaches for the 
accommodation of through travel. General Gab- 
bett, of the Central railroad, today issued an order 
discontinuing this exchange, and instructing his 
conductors to accept no more through tickets 
from this date issued by the Georgia Midland and 
Gulf. The Central authorities at this place say 
they know of no cause for the change, other than 
that Mr. Gabbett. has ordered the exchange dis- 
continued. 

The Georgia Midland authorities are more com 
municative, however, and assert it as their opin- 
ion that the action is for the purpose of diverting 
the travel from their line to the Atlanta and West 
Point road. We are not to be caught out by Mr. 
Gabbett’s promise that this is only. temporary, 
and will at once putona through train via Mc- 
Donough and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road into Atlanta. We have the “grip” 
on the travel, and we intend to make every effort 
to hold it. Whether or not this action will extend 
so far as to discontinue the Georgia Midland and 

yulf from running up to the Central depot here, 
and exclude them from shed privileges, could not 
be ascertained this evening. 

The Changing Depot Agents. 

Dawson, Ga., January 19.- [Special.]|—Mr. 
J. B. Corcoran, who succeeded Mr. Griffin as 
depot agent at this place, on not being fur- 
nished with the desired and necessary assist- 
ance in handling the large amount of business, 
tendered his resignation three times. At last 
it was accepted, and Mr. W. G. Powell was 
sent down from Macon to succeed him. Thus 
we have had four different agents in as many 
weeks. There is a delay in delivering goods 
every time an agent is released and another 
put in, and the goods in the freight house and 
the loaded cars on the sidetracks are accumu- 
lating daily; and if it continues much longer, 
Main street will be blocked up to such an ex- 
tent as to make it impossible to passinand out 
of the city by the depot. During the week, 
jurors have been delayed mornings and even- 
ings by trains standing on the crossing, and 
they are making consi@erable complaint. 

The People Are Glad. 

WAYNESBORO, Ga., January 19.—[Special,]—The 
citizens of Midville and along a direct line through 
our county are jubilant over the new line of rail- 
way from Augusta to Midville, thence in a direct 
line to Swainsboro, in Emanuel, and Mt. Vernon, 
in Montgomery county, and on to Thomasville, 
Ga. There is some doubt as to where this line will 
cross the Central railroad from Savannah to Ma- 
con. Midville wants it, and also Wadley. The 
former has about thirty miles already graded and 
in use by saw-mill men, who offer such fine in- 
ducements that the line is thought to be practically 
secured for Midville, Ga. This lineis now being 
constructed, and will traverse the most fertile up- 
per half .of Burke county. <A gentleman from 


Midville said today that their town was assured of’

POSITIVE 
TESTIMONY IN THE BONE CASE. 


Judge Richard H. Clark Reviews the Case in 
Passing Sentence Upon Old Man Bone—An 
Interesting Case and an Interesting Story. 


MlIn sentencing Old Man Bone on Friday, 
Judge Richard H. Clark took occasion to 
briefly review the case. His remarks were in- 


teresting. He said: 

It becomes my duty to pronounce the sentence 
of the law upon James C, Bone, who has been 
found guilty of the crime of murder. He has been 
found guilty by “an upright and intelligent jury” 
after a dale and impartial trial, in which he has 
been most ably defended. e jury has thought 
= to save the detendant from the penalty of 

cath, which would have been inevitable, 
they not recommended that he be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary for life. 

Itis only in exceptional cases that I make any 
remarks in pronouncing sentence upon a prisoner 
after his conviction; and the reason I do not do 
so, is because Iam not willing to add to his sup- 
posed distress by a reference to anything that 
would more injure -his feelings, connec with 
the crime, or with his individual character, or 
conduct. But this is an exceptional case, in 
which I think I ought to say something in review- 
ing the testimony, so that the precise nature of 
that testimony may be well understood. 

This is the only case I have ever tried in which 
the positive and circumstantial testimony are in 

DIRECT CONFLICT 
as to the cause, or motive of the crime. The pos- 
itive testimony, consisting of the evidence of 
Elien{fwilley and the confession of James C. Bone, 
go to establish the defense, that the homicide 
was in defense of the honor and virtue of Bone’s 
daughter. The defense introduced no evidence, 
rested the case here, and its further illustration 
was brought out by the staté’s evidence 
in rebuttal of that statement; and which is the 
most pertinent and most interesting evidence con- 
nected with the crime, and more calcniated to 
bring out the true motive for its commission. As 
Ihave said, Bone rested his defence upon that 
statement,and Ellen Twilley’s testimony sustained 
him, Whether it was sufficient, legally for a con- 
viction, if the evidence had stopped there, was a 
matter exciusively for the jury. But the evidence 
went beyond this. Other evidencé in rebuttal, as 
I have said, was introduced by the state for the 
purpose of showing that the defendant had not 
given the true 
CAUSE AND MOTIVE 

of the crime, and it is to that [I desire to allude. 

One will already see from what I have stated, 
that the evidence is as admitted by the defendant 
in his confession. Now let us see the circum- 
stances of the eat. Let us review thé facts es- 
tablished by the evidence, and see whether it is 
reasonable that the defendant gave the real 
motive for his act. It appears most unfortunately 
that Mr. Woodward, the deceased, had been in the 
habit of visiting Jessie Bone, the defendant’s 
daughter, and that he had been visiting her from 
four to six months. During this time he permitted 
her to buy a suit of furniture at Mr. Snook’s on 
the installment plan for the sum of $120.00, 80 
much to be paid down, and so much to be paid 
monthly. It appears from the evidence, that 
Woodward paid the first me Se and that when 
the second was due he declined, or was unable 
to pay. At any rate, it was not paid, and 
by the terms of the contract Snook had 
the right to repossess himself of his furniture, and 
did repossess himself of it, and that it reached his 
store on the 13th day of December. Pending ne- 
gotiations for the continuation of the payment of 
the installments, after 

WOODWARD HAD FAILED 
to pay, he received a letter from Jessie Bone, in 
which she made a demand on him to continue the 
payment, and that demand was coupled witha 
threat in plain terms, that if he did not,:n her own 
forcible language, she wouid make him ‘smell 
hell.”” Now that was the state of the case between 
these two individuals on the 13th day of December. 
On the night of the 26th the killing took 
place, and was done after, or 
while Woodward was resuming his calls on 
Jessie. The question here occurs, how came 
Woodward, after failing in his obligations to pay 
forthe furniture, after being threatened as he 
was, if he did not pay, and it was manifest from 
the evidence that a personal difference and es- 
trangement had occurred between them, I say, 
how «did it happen that he resumed his call on the 
night of the 26th? Here, there is no testimony 
toexplain. But we are to suppose that he got 
there somehow; that something happened be- 
tween the time of the return of the furniture and 
the time of his visitto cause him to make the 
visit, and we may reasonably suppose that it was 
done by invitation, and invitation, of course, 
from Jessie Bone, or some other members of the 
Bone family.

He worked for his living like any other man, and 
it was the wonder of the city how the head of the 
family could be an honest tiborer like Mr. Bone 
and have a family like his was. He not only had 
this character for integrity and industry, but he 
had a character as a man of peace, a man not 
given to broils, fights, nor evento disputes. He 
lived a quiet and inoffensive life. Now, that 
James C. Bone should have ended that career 
and cut short that reputation by this bloody 
deed, is illogical in the extreme. I know from 
experience, that what seemsso0, what seems 
natural and reasonable may be shown not to be 
true by the development of a single fact, and yet 
we have humanexperiences and human reason, 
and that is all we can rely upon in conclusions. 
And hence, we may as well doubt whether 

THE OLD MAN DID THE KILLING, 
and may well believe he set a this defence, be- 
cause it was the only available onein the case. 
Now there was Ellen Twilley. Her testimony was 
plain, andit negatives the theory I have stated, 
and is consistent with Mr. Rone’s statment as to 
how the crime occurred. But let us examine into 
Ellen Twilley. Let us examine into her surround- 
ings. The state was driven to the necessity of 
putting her upon the stand, and the law is always 
considerate of the state, or of the defendant who 
is necessarily compelled to use an indispensable 
witness.

Mr. Hall tes- 
tifies that that store key Mr. Woodward had, has 
never appeared, and that soon after. 

MR. WOODWARD WAS KILLED, 

and within a week two boxes of tobacco, weighing 
about forty pounds each, and 3,000 cigars were 
taken from the store.
